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to Mexicali and Tecate, Mexico where they load narcotics and drugs in. the inner 
tubes of the tires on their cars and transport the narcotics to a rendezvous 
in Los Angeles for distribution. v hile in Mexicali, Mexico, these narcotics 
peddlers usually pick up a Mexican prostitute to, not only pass as their wife 
and for general appearances, but also to prostitute in Los Angeles until 
time to return to exicali, Mexico for another load of drugs. In this way, 
drugs and prostitutes are shuttled across the bprder as a profitable enter¬ 
prise. 


At present, UFQff OYilV/JlADQMCRUZ, local Mexican panderer is being 
investigated regarding allegations that he transported IIA!H^LOFEZ*LOPEZ, 
prostitute of Mexicali, Mexico to Los Angeles on “.arch $, l$i7* Victim alleges 
ttoat CRUZ transported her by auto from Mexico to los ..ngeles where r.e put her 
into a house of orostitution. There, she charged .,5*00 per trick until she 
was deported by the Immigration and Via turalization Service of Los Angeles to 
Mexico^ ,
